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PREFACE 


The Ottawa Mint, established as a branch of the Royal Mint, London, under 
the (Imperial) Coinage Act, 1870, and opened January 2, 1908, was by 21-22 
Geo. V, ch. 48, constituted a branch of the Department of Finance and by the 
Proclamation of November 14, 1931, it has since December 1, 1931, operated 
as the Royal Canadian Mint. 


The principal functions of the Mint are the execution of domestic and foreign 
coin; the refining of gold and silver; the acquisition of gold, silver and other metals, 
payments for which are made on the basis of Mint assays; the control, preparation 
and movement of gold and coin shipments; the safeguarding of Mint holdings of 
monetary metals, including coin and precious metals in various processing stages 
until finished and issued; the fabrication and engraving of dies for coinage, medals, 
signatures and official seals; the issue of coin sets to numismatists and the adminis- 
tration of various regulations issued under the terms and provisions of the Currency, 
Mint and Exchange Fund Act, RS 1952, ch. 315.

Canadian Mint for the calendar year 1966. 


COINING AND MEDAL DIVISION 


Production of coins during 1966 reflected a continuing downward trend in 
demand, and showed a decrease of 225,752,550 pieces compared to 1965. This is 
the second consecutive year that there has been a decrease since the record year 
of 1964. 


It became evident early in the year that production requirements would not be 
as heavy as in the past, therefore, arrangements were made to have the entire Mint 
repainted, a task which had been impossible during the previous several years 
because of the excessive demands for coinage. In conjunction with the repainting, 
a general cleanup of this division was undertaken. All employees took part in this 
task which involved the overhaul, cleaning, and repainting of all machinery and 
equipment, and various other cleaning and repainting tasks in the cupboards and 
storage areas. Although this operation took several weeks, it was programmed so 
that it would not interfere with necessary production schedules. 


The diminished production demands, particularly in the latter half of the year, 
gave us the advantage of being able to prepare for 1967. In addition to trying out 
the new dies bearing the designs for Centennial Year, we were able to make advance 
preparations for the production of the School Children’s Medallions. These medal- 
lions are to be made in bright brass, a metal composed of 85% copper and 15% 
zinc. Experiments were also made in the preparation of the sterling silver 925 fine 
medallion. |

Melting House 


As the result of an employee’s suggestion, a new method of brushing moulds 
was implemented. In lieu of hand brushing, a vacuum cleaner system was used 
resulting in a considerable decrease in the amount of lampblack which normally 
permeates this area. Trials were run on a cleaner replacement mould dressing than 
the lampblack presently in use but these did not produce the desired effect on a 
finished bar and it was necessary to return to the lampblack.

Rolling Room 

A number of suggestion awards submitted by employees were accepted and 
implemented in this room. One involved the installation of an adjustable guide wire 
on the conveyor table of the finishing mill and, another, the installation of a holding 
device under the feed table of the strip annealing furnace to prevent it from falling 
accidentally.

In addition to rolling gold bars for the production of medals, fine gold strip 
in the amount of 5,222 ounces troy was rolled to a thickness of 008” for use as 
cathodes in the electrolytic process in the Refinery. The following was rolled for the 
Assay Division: fine silver—7,352.81 ounces troy, and copper—2,986.48 ounces 
troy. Both these metals were for the manufacture of assay sample discs. In addition, 
56.733 ounces troy of fine gold was rolled for proof plate.

Annealing Room 

The annealing, pickling, and cleansing of the blanks as shown in the chart 
under the Cutting Room progressed satisfactorily but considerable experimentation 
was required to obtain the desired finish on the blanks for the School Children’s 
Medallions. 


Press Room 

In addition to the striking of regular coins, several trial runs on 1967 coinage 
were made. During December, a start was made on the striking of the School 
Children’s Medallions, and at the end of the year, over 3,000,000 medallions had 
been struck and forwarded to the Numismatic Section for lacquering, examining, 
and packaging. 

An improvement was made in material handling in this area by the initiation 
of bulk handling by tote boxes in lieu of bags. 


Examining Room 

The new tote box method of material handling, referred to above, necessitated 
the installation of large hoppers above the overlooking machines in this room. These 
hoppers provided a continuous flow of coins to the examining belts. An additional 
overlooking machine was installed. 

In an effort to eliminate at least part of the labour involved in the manufacture 
of 25 cents, 50 cents, and 1 dollar coins, which were found to be either over or 
under weight, a procedure of weighing these blanks before coining was instituted. 


Medal Section 

In preparation for Centennial Year, when several special medallions will be 
struck, special arrangements were made with the Department of Defence Production 
to strike Canadian Forces Decoration Medals in 1966 to meet requirements for the 
following year.

As a result of the Mint partaking in various Centennial projects, the Analyt- 
ical Section carried out many experimental tests on a pilot basis on the melting and 
assaying of sterling silver bars and the Children’s Centennial Medallions. In 
conjunction with the latter, 140 chemical determinations were carried out for 
chromate and acid content on the Bright Dip Solution used in the processing of

these medallions. 


Some preliminary work was conducted on the possible conversion from the 
grain system to the gram for gold bullion and fine gold assaying. To this effect, two 
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automatic balances (one micro and one semi-micro) were checked out to determine 
their sensitivity and suitability for this particular type of work.

Fighty (80) more assays and analyses were conducted on articles from the 
Marking Act Inspector for the Department of Trade and Commerce, counterfeit 
coins, fine silver (for trace element), silver scrap, et cetera. 


Quality Control Section 

The Quality Control Section of the Assay Division during the year conducted 
thousands of physical tests, measurements, et cetera on numerous coins, parts 
(used in coin production), coinage presses, coinage dies, coin blanks, collars, emul- 
sion oils, et cetera. This work was carried out with the use of our metallurgical 
microscope (with photographic attachment), stereo microscope, optical comparator, 
cut-off machine (for sectioning parts for grain structure examination), fluorescent 
penetrant light, Vickers and Rockwell hardness testers, et cetera. Seventy coinage 
dies were pack annealed in the Assay Division on an experimental basis and under 
controlled conditions, also, 507 dies were investigated and heat treated in the Engi- 
neering Division. Forty-one fluorescent penetrant tests were done on all coining 
presses, special salt bath, and annealing pots. Thirteen hundred hardness tests 
(Vickers and Rockwell Superficial) were done on coinage dies, coin blanks, and 
Children’s Centennial Medallions. Approximately 21,000 tests (weight, hardness, 
dimension, et cetera) were performed on 17 shipments of nickel blanks. Frequency 
distribution charts were compiled on coins from all denominations to determine the 
Standard deviation as compared with the established standards. 


Twelve meetings were held with the Department of Mines, Energy and 
Resources, and the National Research Council on matters dealing with metallurgical 
problems in the Mint. These discussions were very successful and have supplied 
the Analytical and Quality Control Sections with valuable information. 
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REFINERY DIVISION 


Four thousand one hundred and seventy-three deposits of gold bullion were 
received at the Mint during the year from Canadian mining companies, jewellers, 
and sundry persons. The gross weight of the deposits amounted to 3,303,056.205 
ounces containing, by assay, 2,702,113.421 ounces fine gold and 342,936.89 
ounces of fine silver. 


In addition to the above, ten deposits containing silver were received from 
Crown Assets Disposal Corporation with a silver content of 3,685.76 fine ounces. 


War service medals received from the Department of Veterans Affairs were 
destroyed by melting and contained 599,270.51 ounces of fine silver. 


Gold and silver medal bars were melted and cast with a fine weight of 209.394 
ounces of gold and 2,305.34 ounces of silver. 


A new five hundred gallon muriatic acid storage tank has been installed in 
the Silver Reduction Room. This tank will replace the small five gallon plastic 
containers, currently in use, at a considerable saving in money, time, and effort.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The Engineering Division provides engineering and technical services for the 
Mint. A programme of mechanical and electrical maintenance as well as planning 
for new equipment, equipment fabrication, and layout services are also provided. 
Die production for coins and medals was carried out with the associated heat 
treating, plating, and die polishing, et cetera. A balance repair service was also 
provided. In order to carry out the above services, the Engineering Division 
received in excess of an estimated 4,500 written requests for services from the 
operating divisions at the Main Mint and at the Satellite Plant in Hull. One hundred 
and ninety-five work orders, involving projects which cost in excess of $200 each 
in material and labour, were authorized. In the die production operation, approxi- 
mately 6,875 dies were produced for the manufacture of the various denominations 
of coinage as well as a quantity of medal and other dies. Nineteen major overhauls 
were carried out on coining presses in addition to modification and miscellaneous 
repairs. 


The Engineering Division instituted a training programme for junior and 
senior craftsmen which was implemented on a weekly basis by the supervisors of the 
Division and practical “know how” was imparted by the foreman in a wide variety 
of mechanical and electrical subjects. This training programme emphasized safety 
considerations to an increasing degree. 


The Engineering Division carried out studies for improved material handling 
which will be necessitated by the installation of the new 50-ton blanking press. 


Miscellaneous major projects have included replacement of exhaust fan ducts 
in the Refinery, replacement of the Refinery precipitator rectifier controls, and 
installation of a new coin set sealing machine in the Satellite Plant. 


Information regarding the method of producing dies, which was developed at 
the Royal Canadian Mint, has been supplied to the Director of the Mint, in the 
Union of South Africa, the United States Mint, and the Australian Mint. 


FINANCIAL DIVISION 


The decreased trend established in 1965 continued during the calendar year 
1966. For the second time since 1958, coinage demands have been less than the 
previous year. This reduction in issues reflected, for the first time, in all denomi- 
nations and the percentage reduction of issues was:

The overall reduction was approximately 187 million pieces or 38% as 
compared to the previous year. 
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During the latter part of 1966, accounts were established to provide for the 
striking of the $20 gold coin that was authorized for the commemoration of Canada’s 
Centennial. 


The Assay Commissioners, Dr. G. R. Hanes of the National Research Council, 
Mr. L. G. Ripley, Mr. J. S. McCree and Mr. J. Hole of the Department of Mines and 
Technical Surveys, appointed under the provisions of the Currency Act for the 
purpose of ascertaining that coins of the currency of Canada struck at the Royal 
Canadian Mint during the year 1965 had been minted in accordance with the 
provisions of the said Act, were sworn by His Honour, Judge P. J. Macdonald, on 
the third day of May, 1966. The findings of the Commissioners, at the Trial of the 
Pyx, show that the weight and fineness of the coins tested were within the remedy 
as prescribed by law. 


The annual stocktaking and inspection of the store of bullion and coin, as 


required by the Currency Act, was conducted by the Auditor General’s Department 
in March. 


Statements showing gold bullion transactions, since the opening of the Mint in 
January, 1908, details of coin issued in Canada since 1858, circulation of coin in 
Canada, and statements of coinage and bullion operations for the calendar year 
1966 are appended at the end of the Report.

GOLD AND SILVER BULLION 


Four thousand one hundred and sixty-three deposits of gold bullion were 
received during the year from Canadian Mining Companies and Sundry Persons. 
In addition, eight hundred and ninety-three deposits of silver bullion and medals 
were received from the Department of Veterans Affairs and Crown Assets Disposal 
Corporation. 


The net value paid to depositors was $88,403,548.91. In addition the amount 
of fine gold issued to depositors was 361,583.743 ounces.

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GOLD STORAGE 


During the year two mines deposited gold bullion at the Mint under the terms 
of the Regulations prescribing the circumstances under which and the conditions 
upon which gold will be accepted at the Royal Canadian Mint for storage. 


The fine gold content of the bullion deposited under this heading during 1966 
amounted to 348,399.731 ounces. Fine bullion amounting to 358,665.447 ounces 


was issued on behalf of the mines for export and to various processors for domestic 
use. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Numismatic 

As the Mint’s contribution to commemorate Canada’s 100th Anniversary of 
Confederation, it was announced by the Honourable Mitchell Sharp that three 
special Centennial projects would be manufactured and offered for sale to the 
public during 1967 in addition to the regular coin sets. 


The Minister announced on May 6, 1966 that the Mint would manufacture a 
gold presentation set which would contain a $20 gold coin and six subsidiary coins 
bearing the new wildlife reverse Centennial designs. The coins would be suitably 
encased in a black, morocco leather presentation case. It was noted in the announce- 
ment that due to gold import regulations, the Mint would not be able to accept 
orders from residents of the United States. 


On July 20th, the Minister announced the second Mint Centennial project, 
the silver medallion presentation set. This set would contain a sterling silver 
Centennial medallion and six subsidiary coins bearing the new wildlife reverse 
Centennial designs. The coins and medallion would be packaged in a red, cowhide 
leather case. Unlike the gold presentation set, the Mint would be able to accept 
orders for the silver medallion presentation sets from any source. 


Finally it was decided to fabricate a Centennial medallion of sterling silver. 
In order to obtain a wide distribution, arrangements were made to have the charter- 
ed banks in Canada sell the medallions. This is the first occasion that a numismatic 
item has ever been made available through any source other than directly from the 
Mint. 


In order to produce the high-quality coins and Centennial medallions, usually 
associated with the Mint, a great deal of time was spent in the latter part of the year 
planning production schedules, designing tables, experimenting with the new presses 
required for the gold coins, experimenting with dies, et cetera. 


The retreat of speculative forces from the coin market no doubt contributed to 
the severe drop in production of 1966 uncirculated sets. From an abnormal high 
of almost 3,000,000 sets in 1965, sales dropped to a near normal 672,500 in 1966.

General 


A panel of judges which was appointed by the Minister of Finance and 
assigned the task of choosing the designs for the Centennial coinage selected the 
designs submitted by Mr. Alex Colville of Sackville, New Brunswick. A description 
of the designs by the successful Canadian artist and sculptor follows: 


One Dollar: — “The Canada goose seems appropriate for the dollar since it is one of 
our most majestic creatures and is also particularly Canadian. There are other 
associations with travelling over great spaces, and a kind of serene dynamic quality 
in this bird.” 


Fifty Cent: — “The wolf, unfortunately no longer common, is here symbolic of the 
vastness and loneliness of Canada, and thus of our tradition and, to a degree, of our 
present condition. Yet the wolf is not a pathetic creature.” 


Twenty-Five Cent: — “The wildcat (bobcat) seemed appropriate for this coin, which 
is large enough for the subtle shape of this common, though rarely seen, animal. It is 
expressive of a certain intelligent independence and capacity for formidable action.” 


Ten Cent: — “Being the smallest coin, this requires a simple and unambiguous image. 
I used the mackerel, one of the most beautiful and streamlined fish, common on 
both coasts. The fish has ancient religious implications; I think of it as a symbol of 
continuity.” 


Five Cent: — “The rabbit (varying hare) is common, much loved by children, perhaps 
because of its vulnerability. It survives by alertness and speed, and is symbolically 
connected with ideas of fertility, new life and promise — it is thus a future, or united, 
animal.” 


One Cent: — “For this I wished to use a very common bird, but one with symbolic 
overtones. I selected the dove (rock dove) very common, in cities as well as the 
country, as the pigeon, and having associations with spiritual values and also with 
peace.” 


An official proclamation authorizing the use of the foregoing Centennial 
reverse designs appears as Appendix E. 
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On May 6, 1966, the Minister of Finance announced that the Royal Canadian 
Mint would manufacture the $20 Centennial gold coin. In his announcement, he 
stated that the reverse of the $20 gold piece would bear the traditional Coat of 
Arms, which during 1967 would not be used because of the new design approved 
for the 50-cent piece in Centennial year. The obverse of the $20 gold coin would 
bear the effigy of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II. This coin was to be sold to the 
general public as part of a set and would be encased in a suitable presentation 
case along with one each of all the other coinage denominations. 


A proclamation which authorized the design on the $20 gold coin and the 
standard weight, remedy allowance, and the least current weight of the gold 
piece is shown as Appendix F. 


The plate at the end of the Report illustrates the Defries Medal which was 
manufactured at the request of the Canadian Public Health Association and is to 
be presented annually for outstanding contributions to public health. The Defries 
Medal is approximately two inches in diameter. 


The number of visitors that the Mint can handle for tours has almost reached 
the saturation point. In 1966, 66,350 visitors viewed the coining operations and 
many more had to be refused as in previous years because of limited facilities for 
conducting these tours. 


With the continuance of the smaller demands for coinage, it was apparent 
that staff requirements would be affected. Early in April, the decision was made 
not to fill any positions vacated by retirements or normal staff turnover. It became 
evident by October that this method of reduction would not be sufficient. The staff 
strength of 361, shown in the 1965 Report, was reduced to 294 on December 
31st, 1966. Of this number, 67 were employed in the Administrative Division, 
(including 46 in the Numismatic Section), 25 in the Financial Division, 95 in the 
Coining and Medal Division, 19 in the Assay Division, 55 in the Engineering 
Division, and 33 in the Refinery. 


During the year, MR. E. J. MILLS, who was employed in the Administrative 
Division, retired on the completion of 30 years service; MR. J. J. GERVAIS, who 
was employed in the Refinery Division, retired after 21 years service; MR. J. 
PAWLUK, who was employed in the Coining and Medal Division, retired on the 
completion of 19 years service; and MR. A. C. J. POTVIN, who was employed 
in the Engineering Division, retired after having completed 46 years in the service 
of Her Majesty. 


In the latter part of December, the Minister gave notice that changes to the 
Currency, Mint and Exchange Fund Act would be submitted to Parliament in 
1967. These changes are required due to the fact that it is intended to change from 
silver to pure nickel for coinage in the 10-cent, 25-cent, and 50-cent denominations. 
The target date for changeover was set for some time during 1968.

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PREFACE 


The Ottawa Mint, established as a branch of the Royal Mint, 
London, under the (Imperial) Coinage Act, 1870, and opened January 
2, 1908, was by 21-22 Geo. V, ch. 48, constituted a branch of the 
Department of Finance and by the Proclamation of November 14, 
1931, it has since December 1, 1931, operated as the Royal Canadian 
Mint. 

The principal functions of the Mint are the execution of domestic 
and foreign coin; the refining of gold and silver; the acquisition of gold, 
silver and other metals, payments for which are made on the basis of 
Mint assays; the control, preparation and movement of gold and coin ~ 
shipments; the safeguarding of Mint holdings of monetary metals, 
including coin and precious metals in various processing stages until 
finished and issued; the fabrication and engraving of dies for coinage, 
medals, signatures and official seals; the issue of coin sets to numisma- 
tists and the administration of various regulations issued under the 
terms and provisions of the Currency, Mint and Exchange Fund Act,

COINING AND MEDAL DIVISION 


Coinage production for 1967 reflected the nation’s trend of activities in celebrating 
Canada’s Centennial by a production of about 498 million pieces of coin, an increase 
of 75% over the previous year.

It is noted that the output of 10 cents and 25 cents both show an unprecedented 
record. 

At the commencement of the year, this division was employed on one full and 
one partial shift. As coinage demands increased, it was necessary to hire more crafts- 
men and gradually go to two full shifts and eventually, in the latter half of the year, 
to two full and one partial shift, plus some overtime, in an attempt to satisfy the 
demand. 

Early in the year, the United States prohibited the export of silver and sub- 
sequently withdrew its price control which resulted in the immediate skyrocketing of 
the price of silver. This had a considerable effect on Canadian coinage. The striking 
of dollars and 50 cent pieces for circulation was discontinued and a new silver alloy 
was considered for the 10 and 25 cent denominations as an interim measure pending 
the conversion of all silver coins to pure nickel. Experiments were made with an 
alloy of 50% silver, 40% copper, 5% nickel, and 5% zinc. Whilst it melted, cast, 
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rolled, blanked, and coined very well, it was found not acceptable in the present 
coin operated machines. Finally, an alloy mixture of 50% silver and 50% copper 
was found to be successful. Since early September, all 10 and 25 cent coins have been 
struck of this alloy. Approximately one-half of the coins in these two denominations 
produced during 1967 is of the new alloy. 

Some experiments were conducted in the melting, casting, and rolling of pure 
nickel.

Also, miscellaneous materials were rolled to precise gauges for the execution 
of individual medals. Rolling of a small number of experimental nickel bars was done 
in December. | 


Cutting Room 

As previously, all 5 cent blanks of pure nickel were purchased from outside 
sources. 

The stock of 10 and 25 cent nickel blanks have all been processed (edge marked, 
annealed, and cleansed) and are ready for coining as soon as authorization for the 
issue Of nickel coins in these denominations is given. 

In addition to the above, medal blanks were cut as required, including approx- 
imately 330,000 for the sterling silver Centennial Medallion and 45,000 for the 
Centennial Medal. 

Early in the year a new 50 ton high capacity blanking press was installed and 
tooled for the blanking of 1 cent pieces. With the high demand for coin during the 
year, bronze strip was purchased in an 8 inch width and processed by this press. 
This along with the machine’s high productive capacity permitted our limited 
melting capacities to maintain the melting of silver alloy bars in sufficient quantities. 

One 20 ton blanking press, and accessories, was set up in a small room and 
used exclusively for the blanking of 10 and 25 cents in nickel.

Annealing Room 


With slight changes in the process in this phase of the operations, no particular 
difficulty was experienced in the treatment of the new silver alloy nor the nickel blanks. 


Press Room 


The major deviation from the striking of regular coin was the execution of 
approximately 5,650,000 School Children’s Medallions and 30,000 Centennial 
Medals. 


By reducing the area of the weighing room, we were able to install one additional 
press which brought the total of production presses to nineteen. 


Examining Room 

With the introduction of the new silver alloy, weight tolerances of the silver 
coins were changed, which eliminated the individual weighing of each coin. Conse- 
quently, the automatic weighing machines were removed, thereby allowing more room 
for examining procedures.

Analytical Section 

In addition to the above, the Analytical Section was involved in the analytical 
control and experimentation of the 500 silver quaternary and binary alloy for coinage. 
The experimental quaternary alloy (50% silver, 40% copper, 5% nickel and 5% 
zinc) necessitated 208 analyses for the determination of its metallic content. The 
binary experimental alloy (50% silver and 50% copper) required over 300 analyses 
before working tolerances and final specifications could be determined for the amend- 
ments to the new coinage act; the latter was the acceptable alloy for coin production. 
For both alloys many hours of study and consultation were required to determine 
the physical aspects of melting, casting, et cetera. One hundred and sixty-five analyses 
were performed on the chrome plating solution for the Engineering Division and also 
60 more determinations were done on residual phosphorus in coinage bars, waste 
liquor, salt bath, and gas analyses. This section of the Assay Division also conducted 
90 assays and analyses on articles received from the Marking Act Inspector for the 
Department of Trade and Commerce, counterfeit coins, bronze, silver from new 
refining process, et cetera. 


Quality Control Section 

During the year 1967, this section of the Assay Division was very occupied in 
controlling the quality and physical aspects in the production of coins, parts used in 
the process of manufacturing coins, dies, and medals. Approximately 70 die blanks, 
coinage dies, and coin blanks were sectioned and examined to determine the grain 
size before and after annealing. An additional 42 coinage dies were examined (in 
section) for depth of hardness from the face. Thirty-one tests on frames of coining 
presses and steel die sections were performed by fluorescent penetrant (black light) 
to investigate surface defects, flaws, et cetera. In the rolling mill system, 250 samples 
of soluble oil coolant were checked for oil concentration. Physical tests (including 
weight, hardness, gauge, and dimensions) amounting to 19,325 were done on nickel 
blanks as supplied by the manufacturers and 13,200 additional tests were also done 
on Mint blanks and coins from production. Twenty-five production gauges (microm- 
eters) were checked for accuracy against standard gauge blocks. In co-operation 
with the Analytical Section, ten experimental heats of nickel were supervised in the 
Melting House and the bars were evaluated for rolling. About 25 pilot runs were 
done on nickel blanks, through the annealing and cleaning processes; some of these 
blanks were selected as to size and hardness and then struck to evaluate the striking 
quality of coinage dies. Using the Optical Comparator, a quick method was de- 
veloped to assess and measure the curvature of coinage blanks. 

Numerous meetings were held with the Department of Mines, Energy and 
Resources, the National Research Council and many private firms on matters deal- 
ing with metallurgical problems of the new alloys and pure nickel. Their comments 
and recommendations were highly appreciated by the technical staff of the Assay 
Division. 
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REFINERY DIVISION 


Three thousand eight hundred and seventy-five deposits of gold bullion were 
received at the Mint during the year from Canadian mining companies, jewellers, 
and sundry persons. The gross weight of the deposits amounted to 3,026,432.375 
ounces containing by assay, 2,460,004.588 ounces of fine gold and 315,337.13 ounces 
of fine silver. 

In addition to the above, twelve deposits containing silver were received from 
Crown Assets Disposal Corporation with a silver content of 8,182.52 ounces. 

Gold and silver medal bars were melted and cast with a fine weight of 198.986 
ounces of gold and 31.55 ounces of silver. 

Obsolete buttons and badges, weighing 110 pounds, received from the Customs 
and Excise Division of the Department of National Revenue were destroyed by 
melting. 

Four hundred and six pounds of mercury metal were recovered by distillation, 
from dental amalgam. The mercury was sold to a private company, and the proceeds 
remitted to Crown Assets Disposal Corporation. 

Development and experimental work on several phases of Refinery operations 
was carried on during the year. Considerable success was achieved in the use of a 
ladle for transferring molten gold from the refining furnaces to the pouring furnace 
in the Chlorination Room. Good results were obtained from refining experiments 
with chlorine gas in an existing lift coil induction furnace. The use of induction 
furnaces for refining would improve working conditions and efficiency. Experiments 
are continuing on the recovery of values in the refinery sweeps.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


This division provides the Main and Satellite Mints and the Refinery with mechan- 
ical and electrical services for requisition, maintenance, installation and fabrication 
of equipment. Technical services as well as planning and layout of equipment and 
processes are also provided. Dies are produced for all denominations during the 
year as well as dies for the special gold coin, medallions, medals, et cetera. A preventive 
maintenance program, balance repair service, and the operation of a process and 
heating steam plant complete the list of major Engineering Division activities. 


Engineering services included the usual volume of running repairs associated 
with operations which continued during most of the year on a 24-hour basis. In 
addition to these repairs, were a considerable number of major items including for 
example 19 coining press overhauls. One hundred and twenty-one work orders were 
raised indicating a high level of planned overhauls and installations of new or re- 
located equipment. This equipment included: a new blanking cutter line of high 
productivity; an improved, space saving arrangement for coin marking; a blank 
cutting and marking line for nickel strip trials and production; a large friction type 
press for engraving and medal work; experimental graphite moulds for casting trials 
and new lighting and power panels in the Refinery. Other developments included: 
proving out carbide tooling for nickel blank cutting; provision for measuring steam 
output from the Boiler Room; and purchase and installation of a new Universal 
Milling Machine in the Machine Shop. ? 


Technical services such as engineering advice, and layout studies were con- 
ducted in relation to these items: Engraving Section relocation and associated work 
shop, improved arrangement of Engineering Division offices and enlargement of 
Electrical Shop; more efficient coin examining and telling equipment arrangement; 
and assistance in the preliminary study of “‘Process Engineering Systems’’. Technical 
services were given relating to a number of building improvements and repairs, by 
Department of Public Works’ contractors. 


Fire protection and safety considerations were stressed at the Mint. The Assistant 
Chief of the Engineering Division was appointed Fire Marshall. As a result of the 
co-operation of all levels, Mint personnel were organized for fire protection, pro- 
cedures were established, and fire protection equipment was brought up to the 
standards of the Dominion Fire Marshall’s office. Safety improvements co-ordinated 
or installed by the division included: low boiler water level alarm and safety cut-off; 
Mint emergency lighting system; dozens of safety improvements throughout the 
Mint, from the use of safety glasses in all shops, to natural gas safety cut-offs on 
blank annealing furnaces. 


The use of salt bath furnaces has been used on an increasingly large proportion 
of denominations with attendant time savings and increased production rates. A 
method of chemically removing chrome from reusable dies has proven a time saver. 
Designs and tooling developed by the Engraving Section for Centennial year, imposed 
additional demands on the Machine Shop facilities. 
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FINANCIAL DIVISION 


Coin issues in 1967 showed a 71% increase over issues in 1966. The total issues 
of 526,817,381 pieces is the second highest total in the history of the Royal Canadian 
Mint.

For the first time since 1914, the Mint issued a Canadian gold coin. The 20 dollar 
gold coin struck to commemorate Canada’s Centennial was only available with 
the purchase of a presentation coin set and was not issued for general circulation. 

The Assay Commissioners, Dr. R. E. Bedford and Dr. R. F. Pottie of the National 
Research Council, Mr. J. S. McCree, Mr. J. Hole, and Mr. M. Pichette of the Depart- 
ment of Energy, Mines and Resources, appointed under the provisions of the Currency 
Act for the purpose of ascertaining that coins of the currency of Canada struck at 
the Royal Canadian Mint during the year 1966 had been minted in accordance 
with the provisions of the said Act, were sworn by His Honour, Judge P. J. Macdon- 
ald, on the second day of May, 1967. The findings of the Commissioners, at the 
Trial of the Pyx, show that the weight and fineness of the coins tested were within 
the remedy as prescribed by law. 

The annual stocktaking and inspection of the store of bullion and coin, as 
required by the Currency Act, was conducted by the Auditor General’s Department 
in March. 

Statements showing gold bullion transactions, since the opening of the Mint 
in January, 1908, details of coin issued in Canada since 1858, circulation of coin 
in Canada, and statements of coinage and bullion operations for the calendar year 
1967 are appended at the end of the Report.

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GOLD STORAGE 


During the year four mines deposited gold bullion at the Mint under the terms 
of the Regulations prescribing the circumstances under which and the conditions 
upon which gold will be accepted at the Royal Canadian Mint for storage. 

The fine gold content of the bullion deposited under this heading during 1967 
amounted to 353,195.252 ounces. Fine bullion amounting to 346,319.546 ounces 
was issued on behalf of the mines for export and to various processors for domestic 
use. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Numismatic 

Never before in the history of this section has such a variety of sets been produced. 
As the Mint’s contribution towards the Centennial of Canada’s Confederation, 
the Numismatic Section manufactured a Gold Presentation Coin Set, a Silver Medal- 
lion Presentation Coin Set, and a Sterling Silver Centennial Medallion in addition 
to the regular Uncirculated Coin Set. These items were all described in the Annual 
Report for 1966. The number of orders received for the Gold Presentation Coin 
Set were so far in excess of the anticipated demand that it was impossible to produce 
them all during the calendar year 1967 and, as a result, production will continue 
well into 1968 to satisfy the demands.

One of the projects of the Centennial Commission was the presentation of 
bright brass Centennial Medallions to all Canadian school children in Canada and 
abroad. These medallions were struck in the Coining and Medal Division and then 
transferred to the Numismatic Section where they were examined, lacquered, and 
sealed in a transparent package which bore the Centennial symbol embossed on each 
corner. This section was also responsible for the packaging and shipping of these 
medallions. A total of 5,656,695 medallions were handled as previously described. 
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General 


The plates at the end of the report illustrate the reverse designs of all the Centen- 
nial coins including the $20 gold piece. 

In 1966, when roughly 66,000 visitors viewed the minting operations, it was 
thought the saturation point for visitors had been reached. However, extra guides 
were hired for Centennial year and 88,220 visitors were afforded the opportunity 
to view the minting operations. This influx of tourists created an all time record. 

The number of persons employed in the Mint on December 31st, 1967 was 285. 
Of this number, 64 were employed in the Administrative Division (including 48 in 
Numismatic Section), 25 in the Financial Division, 87 in the Coining and Medal 
Division, 33 in the Refinery Division, 18 in the Assay Division, 54 in the Engineering 
Division, and 4 in the Engraving Section. 

During the year, Mr. S. P. McElroy, who was employed in the Refinery, retired 
on the completion of 21 years service.

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PREFACE 


The Ottawa Mint, established as a branch of the Royal Mint, 
London, under the (Imperial) Coinage Act, 1870, and opened January 
2, 1908, was by 21-22 Geo. V, ch. 48, constituted a branch of the 
Department of Finance and by the Proclamation of November 14, 
1931, it has since December 1, 1931, operated as the Royal Canadian 
Mint. 


The principal functions of the Mint are the execution of domestic 
and foreign coin; the refining of gold and silver; the acquisition of 
gold, silver and other metals, payments for which are made on the basis 
of Mint assays; the control, preparation and movement of gold and coin 
shipments; the safeguarding of Mint holdings of monetary metals, in- 
cluding coin and precious metals in various processing stages until 
finished and issued; the fabrication and engraving of dies for coinage, 
medals, signatures and official seals; the issue of coin sets to numis- 
matists and the administration of various regulations issued under the 
terms and provisions of the Currency, Mint and Exchange Fund Act, 
RS 1952, ch. 315. 


Jn Hemoriam 


On the 14th of August, 1968, Norval Parker, who had been 
Master and Chief Executive Officer of the Mint since 1959 passed 
away in Ottawa Civic Hospital. Mr. Parker was 60 years old. He 
was a native of Ottawa, and worked as Chief of the Refinery Division 
before he was appointed Master of the Mint. 

Mr. Parker was a member of the Professional Institute of the 
Public Service of Canada. He was the recipient of the Coronation 
Medal 1953 and the Centennial Medal. 

During the Second World War Mr. Parker served as a Lieu- 
tenant in the Royal Canadian Army Service Corps. He is survived 
by his wife, Mary Elizabeth, and his daughter, Susan. 

Many people in the numismatic field paid their respects to his 
memory, for Norval was well-known to collectors in Canada and 
the United States. He attended coin shows and conventions in both 
countries and was very sympathetic towards the problems of col- 
lectors. 

The staff of the Mint will deeply miss his direction, his advice, 
and his leadership.

COINING AND MEDAL DIVISION 


The increasing trend of coinage demands which was established in 1967, con- 
tinued at a high level during 1968, with the result that a new production record of 
coins was set during the latter year. Details are shown in the chart below for the

The high demands dictated year round three shift operations with overtime. 
Although the Mint has never, in one year, produced such a large number of coins, 
the public demand was not completely met. 
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The major factor affecting operations of this Division was the change over, 
from August 1, 1968, to pure nickel from silver alloy in the dollar, 50 cents, 25 cents 
and 10 cents denominations. In preparation for the transition in these denomina- 
tions several millions of coins, particularly in the 25 cent and 10 cent denominations, 
were struck and a large supply of prepared coin blanks was stockpiled. 


Experiments were continued in the melting, casting and rolling of nickel with 
the final conclusion that our present equipment is not compatible to these operations 
in this metal.

Upon conversion of silver coins to pure nickel, one shift only was required in the 
Melting House for the balance of the year in melting and casting bronze bars. 


The specially constructed graphite mold which had been used in our nickel 
experiments was modified and utilized for the melting of nickel brockages. The re- 
sultant bars are then sold as nickel scrap.

Our inability to melt, cast and roll nickel economically made it necessary that 
blanks or strip be purchased from outside sources. As in the past, all 5 cent blanks 
were obtained from outside sources. All 50 cents were bought in blank form whilst 
all one dollar material was purchased in strip form. The greater proportion of our 
requirements in 10 cents and 25 cents was also obtained in strip form. 


With modifications and improved tooling of our blanking presses, it is expected 
that more strip in lieu of blanks will be used until such time as only strip will be 
required. 


The work load was met by use of one shift, mainly, with incidental partial second 
shift. 


Annealing Room 


The volume of nickel blanks required made it necessary for this section to 
operate on three full shifts. 
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Press Room 


Expansion of this section was possible with the removal of the wall forming the 
weighing room. Scales were moved into the Examining Room thereby allowing more 
presses to be installed. A door directly between the Press Room and Examining Room 
was made to facilitate transportation of coins. 


Coin presses which were temporarily stored in the Numismatic section were put 
back into action bringing our total number of operational presses up to twenty-two 
from nineteen previously. 


This section continued on full three-shift operations. 


Examining and Telling Room 


Major changes were effected in this area. Firstly, at the commencement of the 
year, this Division assumed the Telling operations from the Financial Division and 
combined them with the Examining operations. For the first quarter of the year they 
operated as two individual procedures in the same area. By the construction of 
platforms and large hoppers, the overlooking machines were elevated and a one line 
operation was made of both procedures, thereby eliminating one weighing and 
handling of materials. Four such lines were constructed and with acquisition of 
additional telling machines, it is planned that this area will resolve to one shift from 
the two shifts required at present.

Analytical Section 


Due to the changeover in refining gold from monetary purposes to commercial 
standards, the chlorination process had to be adapted to meet these changes for a 
short time. This resulted in our Refinery and Cottrell sweeps being much richer in 
gold and silver. Many tests, using different methods of assaying, had to be performed 
in order to determine the exact amount of gold and silver in each sweep. Later on in 
the year the electrolytic room was ready for the production of high purity gold. 
This permitted the Refinery to revert to its original standards of 995.0 minimum fine 
gold, by the chlorination process. Numerous tests were also performed on the gold 
electrolyte to determine the gold content and trace impurities. In order to minimize 
the shut down time in the electrolysis room during stock-taking, the gold electrolyte 
had to be analysed for gold content and various methods using organic and in- 
organic reductants were tried and each method produced satisfactory results, both 
from the point of view of accuracy and reproductibility. 


In addition, this section conducted 24 assays on articles received from the 
Marketing Act Inspector for the Department of Trade and Commerce. Other mis- 
cellaneous analyses were conducted on Crown Assets, supply ingots, fused coins, 
worn coins, counterfeit coins, silver scrap, water analysis, PH determinations on 
hardening salts etc., gold plating of crests and medals. Twenty-five nickel heats were 
done and the percentage of residual elements was controlled and prepared through- 
out the process. Numerous meetings were organized with the Department of Energy, 
Mines and Resources, the National Research Council and various nickel producers. 


Quality Control Section 


The year 1968 was also a busy year for this section of the Assay Division, in 
controlling the quality and physical properties of coins and parts during the pro- 
duction stage and the finished products. Thirty-eight coinage dies and 25 coin blanks 
were cut, mounted, polished, etched, examined under the microscope and photo- 
graphed to determine internal flaws and imperfections in the grain structure. Surface 
defects were detected with the fluorescent penetrant (black light) on five steel dies 
and punches. Two hundred and twenty-five samples of roll coolant from the rolling 
mill system were checked for oil concentration. Thirty-four coinage dies were ex- 
amined (in section) for depth of hardness from the face. Physical tests (including 
weight, hardness, and dimensions) amounting to about 21,000 were done on nickel 
blanks as supplied by manufacturers and about 12,000 tests were done on Mint 
strips, blanks and coins from production. Sixteen production gauges (micrometers 
and portable hardness testers) were checked for accuracy against standards. Twenty- 
five experimental heats of nickel were supervised in the Melting House, and the bars 
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were evaluated by rolling; 6 experimental heats of nickel (cast by pressure) were 
supervised during rolling and results tabulated for discussion. To assess salt bath 
hardening problems, a number of heat treating procedures were drawn up and die 
quality evaluated, using in part the die life as a guide. Numerous counterfeit coins 
were examined and compared with genuine ones, for the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. A number of tungsten-carbide punches were checked and photographed for 
flaws, for the Engineering Division. 


Meetings were held again this year with various Departments, Crown Corpora- 
tions, Private firms, Mining staff, et cetera to discuss similar problems and resolve 
them through various recommendations. These meetings proved to be highly bene- 
ficial to the staff of the Assay Division. 


REFINERY DIVISION 


Three thousand five hundred and five deposits of gold bullion were received at 
the Mint during the year from Canadian mining companies, jewellers and sundry 
persons. The gross weight of the deposits amounted to 2,834,782.442 ounces, con- 
taining by assay 2,299,499.799 ounces of fine gold, and 329,865.81 ounces of fine 
silver. 

In addition to the above, twelve deposits containing silver, were received from 
Crown Assets Disposal Corporation with a fine silver content of 3,310.43 ounces.

The change to a two-tier price system for gold during the year necessitated a 
change in the Refinery process. The Miller chlorine process which had always been 
used is suitable for producing gold of 995-+-. It is not, however, suitable for producing 
gold of 999.5++ fine. The two-tier system resulted in Canadian gold being sold on the 
industrial market and this market demanded gold with a fineness of at least 999.5. 
The decision was therefore taken to refine all gold received at the Mint by the Wohl- 
will electrolytic process. Accordingly, an expansion of the small existing electrolytic 
department was undertaken and 48 electrolytic Wohlwill cells installed, and brought 
into production. 


Since October 1968, all gold at the Mint has been refined to 995+ by the Miller 
Chlorine process, cast into anodes, and then further refined to 999.9 fine by the 
electrolytic process. The change to the electrolytic process has resulted in more 
diverse operations involving many more casting, melting and solution processes. 
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The following table gives details of fine bullion produced during the year:

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


This division provides the Main and Satellite Mints and the Refinery with 
mechanical and electrical services for requisition, maintenance, installation and 
fabrication of equipment. Technical services as well as planning and layout of equip- 
ment and processes are also provided. Dies are produced for all denominations 
during the year as well as dies for the special gold coin, medallions, medals, et cetera. 
A preventive maintenance program, balance repair service, and the operation of a 
process and heating steam plant complete the list of major Engineering Division 
activities. 


Engineering services included a high volume of running repairs, which 
was met without appreciable change in numbers of establishment allocated thereto. 
This volume of running repairs may be indicated by comparing regular coinage out- 
put in the calendar years 1962—1967 with 1968 of 452 million (average) and 748 
million respectively (an increase of 65%). This high volume, coupled with corre- 
spondingly high coinage die requirements, left little opportunity to make alterations, 
nor adequate resources to carry out a more extensive improvement program. Among 
the running repairs were included 20 coining press overhauls and other items in- 
volving 71 work orders. Installations included a drum packer in the Refinery section, 
a semi-automatic elevator for bags of coin in the Financial division, and numerous 
batches of spare parts for coining presses, etc. A program of installation of improved 
coining press lever action safety shutoff controls and signal lights was initiated, and 
an enlarged and rearranged chrome plating area was provided, improving working 
conditions and safety. 
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Technical services such as engineering advice and layout studies were con- 
ducted in relation to these items: improved arrangement of Examining and Telling 
machines reducing material handling by means of close coupling and gravity feed; 
increased capacity and arrangement of gold electrolysis equipment with improved 
ventilation facilities; rearrangement of equipment to allow installation of additional 
regular run coin presses which were made available at the termination of service on 
special Centennial year items; and a report and analysis of the preliminary study of 
“Process and Engineering Systems’’. 


A study was made of semi-automatic equipment to improve productivity of 
personnel engaged in turning coinage die bodies to the required contours. This study 
resulted in the purchase of a semi-automatic die turning lathe, delivery of which is 
expected in mid-1969. Substantial labour savings are expected, as well as quicker 
response of output of dies to changing production requirements. 


The introduction of higher quality alloys has been instrumental in improving 
productivity and reducing labour cost in certain areas. Examples of such improve- 
ments are: the use of Tungsten Carbide in the punches and dies in the cutting of 
nickel coinage blanks; and use of certain parts for coining presses which aré also 
fabricated of this long wearing material. 


FINANCIAL DIVISION 


Coin issues in 1968 showed a 45% increase over issues in 1967. The total issues 
of 776,125,741 pieces is the highest total in the history of the Royal Canadian Mint. 
In particular, the twenty-five cent and ten cent coin issues reflect the remarkable 
increase in demand for these denominations. This demand is attributed to the large 
increase in the price of fine silver which led to the extensive hoarding of silver coins.

The Assay Commissioners, Dr. R. E. Bedford and Dr. R. F. Pottie of the National 
Research Council, Mr. J. S. McCree, Mr. J. C. Hole and Mr. J. L. Dalton of the 
Department of Energy, Mines and Resources, appointed under the provisions of the 
Currency Act for the purpose of ascertaining that gold and silver coins of the cur- 
rency of Canada struck at the Royal Canadian Mint from the first day of January, 
1967 to the eighteenth day of September, 1968, both days included, had been minted 
in accordance with the provisions of the said Act, were sworn by His Honour, Judge 
P. J. Macdonald on the first day of October, 1968. The findings of the Commissioners, 
at the Trial of the Pyx, show that the weight and fineness of the coins tested were 
within the remedy as prescribed by law.

GOLD AND SILVER BULLION 


Three thousand, five hundred and five deposits of gold bullion were received 
during the year from Canadian Mining Companies and Sundry Persons. In addition, 
twelve deposits of silver bullion were received from Crown Assets Disposal Corpora- 
tion and Department of National Revenue. 


The net value paid to depositors was $65,147,336.78. In addition the amount of 
fine gold issued to depositors was 506,039.020 ounces.

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GOLD STORAGE 


During the year ten mines deposited gold bullion at the Mint under the terms of 
the Regulations prescribing the circumstances under which and the conditions upon 
which gold will be accepted at the Royal Canadian Mint for storage. 


The fine gold content of the bullion deposited under this heading during 1968 
amounted to 514,539.425 ounces. Fine bullion amounting to 499,039.271 ounces was 
issued on behalf of the mines for export and to various processors for domestic use. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Numismatic 


The year 1968 was extremely busy due to the large number of 1967 coin orders 
which were still outstanding at the end of that year. As some of the items required to 
produce the various sets were delayed in delivery, we were unable to complete ship- 
ment of all 1967 orders until the end of September 1968. No 1968 uncirculated coin 
sets were produced until August because this was the date of promulgation of changes 
in the Act necessary to authorize the Mint to manufacture coins of pure nickel.

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1968 was the sixtieth anniversary of the establishment of the Mint in Ottawa. 
To commemorate this event the Mint produced a book called “Heads and Tales” 
which is being sold to the general public at $2.00 per copy. “Heads and Tales”’ 
illustrates historic events during the 60 years of existence of the Mint which in- 
fluenced commemorative issues and changes in design. A fold-out page with photo- 
graphs of all coinage designs of the period was a special feature of the book. 

For the first time since 1964 the Mint offered individually sealed dollars for 
sale to the public. A presentation case was produced to hold the dollar. This case 
was manufactured of black leatherette material with a gold plated replica of the 
front portion of the Mint on the outer lid and a similar type casting of the Canadian 
Coat of Arms on the inside.

General 


Centennial Year retains the record for the number of visitors who viewed the 
coining operations of the Mint. However, 1968 ran it a close second with a total of 
85,500 visitors from all over North America. 


The number of persons employed in the Mint at December 31, 1968 was 275. 
This total was supplemented by 84 casual man years. It took the entire efforts of 
both permanent and casual staff of 359 to produce the record number of coins that 
were manufactured in 1968. Of the total of 359, 73 were employed in the Adminis- 
trative Division (including 54 in the Numismatic Section), 20 in the Financial Division, 
137 in the Coining and Medal Division, 39 in the Refinery Division, 18 in the Assay 
Division, 68 in the Engineering Division, and 4 in the Engraving Section. 


During the year Mr. W. A. Howe and Mr. T. J. Lowden, who were employed in 
the Engineering Division, retired after 27 and 31 years respectively; Mr. H. J. Peters 
retired from his position in the Refinery Division after 35 years of service; and Mr. 
E. P. Wood retired from the Coining and Medal Division on the completion of 31 
years of service. 


During 1968 the Mint worked shiftwork around the clock plus overtime. Even 
this superhuman effort was not sufficient to satisfy the year’s abnormal demand for 
coinage. For the first time since the Royal Canadian Mint has been in existence, a 
coin order was placed with a foreign government. In 1968 a contract was placed with 
the United States Mint to manufacture 85 million ten cent coins on behalf of the 
Royal Canadian Mint. 


During Centennial Year the Canadian Government authorized the establish- 
ment of the Order of Canada. The Mint was accorded the honour in 1968 of pro- 
ducing the chain of office for His Excellency, The Honourable Roland Michener, 
C.C., C.D., Governor General of Canada, who is Chancellor of the Order. This 
chain was manufactured by the Engraving Section of 18 kt. gold, inlaid with white 
and red enamel. (Illustrated at end of the report.) 
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During 1967 and 1968 seven new medals were manufactured in the Mint. These 
medals are the Centennial Medal, the National Film Board Medal, the Northwest 
Territories Medal, The Royal Bank Medal, the Vanier Centennial Medal, the School 
Children’s Centennial Medallion, and the Governor General’s Medal. Illustrations 
of all these medals appear at the end of the Report.

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CORPORATION HISTORY AND FUNCTIONS 


The Ottawa Mint was originally established as a branch of the Royal Mint, 
London under the (Imperial) Coinage Act, 1870, and opened on January 2, 1908. 
It operated as a branch of the Department of Finance known as the Royal Cana- 
dian Mint from December 1, 1931 to March 31, 1969. 


Effective April 1, 1969 the Mint was created a Crown Corporation by the Govern- 
ment Organization Act, 1969. This Act outlines the main corporate powers of the 
Mint as follows: 


(2) 


to produce and arrange for the production and supply of coins of the cur- 
rency of Canada; 


to produce coins of the currency of countries other than Canada; 
to melt, assay and refine gold, silver and other metals; 
to buy and sell gold, silver and other metals; 


to assay, refine, store and otherwise deal with gold, silver and other metals 
for the account of Her Majesty or others; 


to prepare and store shipments of coin, gold, silver and other metals and to 
move such shipments to or from the Mint; 


to make medals, plaques and other devices; and 


to do all such other things as are incidental or conducive to the attainment 
of the objects and the exercise of the powers of the Mint. 
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COINING AND MEDAL DIVISION 


The year 1969 opened with a carry-over of the previous year’s high demand 
which had established an all time production record. It was necessary to maintain 
this momentum by the employment of two full and one partial shifts. However, at 
the end of the first quarter outstanding demands had dropped to 10% of the backlog 
that had been carried over from 1968. This diminishing trend continued throughout 
the year necessitating reduction in shifts and consequent lay-off of casual employees. 
By December 31st, all casuals had been released and this Division was operating on 
a one shift basis.

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ASSAY DIVISION 


Assay Section 

This section of the Assay Division was mainly occupied in the assaying of gold 
and silver received from various gold mines across Canada and from jewellers and 
dentists. Prior to April 1, 1969, the staff made a complete inventory of their stock 
and equipment before the changeover to a Crown Corporation. The number of assays 
and analyses on gold, silver, base metal, etc., was as follows:

Analytical Section 


Experimental work was done to develop methods for quantitative recovery of 
plantinum and paladium metals from spent gold electrolyte solutions from the 
Refinery electrolytic gold cells. Five suspected counterfeit coins were analysed and 
four out of five were found to be counterfeited. Twenty-six assays were conducted on 
articles received from the Marking Act Inspector for the Department of Consumer 
and Corporate Affairs. Other miscellaneous analyses were also conducted on Crown 
Assets material, supply ingots, fused coins, worn coins, silver scrap, bronze, water 
analysis, PH determinations, etc. | 
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Quality Control Section 


As well as the routine quality control checks which were carried out on all in- 
coming material, and work in progress in the Coining and Medal and Engineering 
Divisions, considerable experimental work was done on die life. 


REFINERY DIVISION 


Three thousand five hundred and seventy deposits of gold bullion were pro- 
cessed in the Refinery during the year from Canadian Companies, jewellers and 
sundry persons. The gross weight of the deposits amounted to 2,664,341.192 ounces, 
containing 2,146,506.973 ounces of fine gold and 314,127.55 ounces of fine silver. 

In addition to the above, twelve deposits containing silver were received from 
Crown Assets Disposal Corporation with a fine silver content of 5,488.54 ounces. 

The following materials were also melted and refined during 1969: Fused and 
worn coin with a silver content of 75,612.67 ounces fine, and experimental coinage 
bars with a silver content of 3,800.00 ounces fine. 

The expanded electrolytic section has continued to operate satisfactorily pro- 
ducing gold of 999.9 fineness. 

Silver is no longer used in Canadian coinage. Bars of silver have therefore been 
sold to various companies.

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ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The Engineering Division carried out its normal role by performing services for 
the remainder of the Mint divisions. 

Many improvements affecting economy and efficient operation were made, in- 
cluding the complete renovation of the main press room to accommodate five ad- 
ditional presses. This increased the number of presses at work in this area to 18 with 
a resulting increase in production. The gold electrolysis section of the Refinery 
Division was completely reorganized. The cell capacity was increased fourfold from 
the original 12 cells to 48. This involved an overall redesign of the exhaust system, the 
purchase of new rectifiers, and auxiliary equipment including the construction of 
special cabinets to accommodate the increased cell capacity. 

The semi-automatic die turning lathe which was mentioned in the 1968 report 
was received in October and installed. An immediate increase in die production and a 
decrease in labour costs was recorded. 


ADMINISTRATIVE 


The Mint continues to rate as one of the major tourist attractions in the Nation’s 
Capital. During 1969 a new record was established when the Mint accommodated 
101,249 visitors from all over North America. 

The number of persons employed in the Mint at December 31, 1969 was 256. 
This total was supplemented by 57 casual man years. Of the combined total of 313 
man years, 56 were utilized in the Administrative Division (including 35 in the 
Numismatic Section), 20 in the Financial Division, 123 in the Coining and Medal 
Division, 42 in the Refinery Division, 17 in the Assay Division, 52 in the Engineering 
Division, and 3 in the Engraving Section. 

During the year Mr. W. J. Brassington retired from the Coining and Medal 
Division after thirty-eight years of service. From the Refinery Division, Mr. C. N. 
Lambert retired after thirty-one years, and with varying lengths of service Mr. J. G. 
A. Gagnon, Mr. J. H. D. Carriere, and Mr. A. J. Seguin left from the same Division. 
Other retirements during the year were Mr. G. J. Banning from the Assay and Mr. 
L. D. Fortin from the Engineering Division. 

The year 1970 will be the year in which the Province of Manitoba celebrates the 
hundredth anniversary of its entry into Confederation. In order to commemorate this 
event the Minister of Finance authorized the holding of a competition for a reverse 
design for a special dollar. This competition was open to all residents of Canada and 
to Canadians living abroad, and 901 entries were received. The board of judges, under 
the Chairmanship of E. F. Brown, Acting Master, Royal Canadian Mint, was com- 
posed of Dr. Jean S. Boggs, director of the National Gallery of Canada; Mrs. Errick 
F. Willis, Winnipeg, Manitoba, widow of the former Lieutenant Governor of 
Manitoba; M. B. Steinkopf, Q.C., chairman of the Manitoba Centennial Corporation; 
J. D. Ferguson, honorary president, Canadian Numismatic Association, Rock Island, 
Quebec; R. W. Lawson, deputy governor, Bank of Canada; and R. C. Monk, De- 
partment of Finance. After a great deal of deliberation the board awarded first prize 
of $3,500 to Mr. Raymond Taylor of Scarborough for his design featuring the prairie 
crocus, Manitoba’s floral emblem. Three honourable mention prizes valued at $500 
each were awarded to Mr. William H. Worden, Don Mills, Ontario; Mr. John H. 
Kopala, Calgary, Alberta; and Mrs. Marion Nicoll, Calgary, Alberta. All preliminary 
work on the master dies, punches, and working dies was completed during the 
calendar year 1969. An illustration of the dollar will appear in next year’s annual 
report.

The year 1969 also proved unique as far as the Mint was concerned in labour- 
management relations. In years past all contracts were negotiated on the Mint’s 
behalf by Treasury Board. In 1969 the Public Service Alliance applied to the Canada 
Labour Relations Board for certification as the bargaining agent for Mint employees. 
During the last three months of 1969 preliminary contract negotiations took place 
between Mint management and the union bargaining team. 


NUMISMATIC SECTION 


Sales in 1969 were very modest in comparison to those in 1967, Centennial Year, 
and 1968, the 60th anniversary of the opening of the Mint. Only uncirculated coin 
sets and uncirculated dollars were sold during the year. However orders were filled 
for the book “Heads and Tales” and for boxes for the dollar coins that were sold in 
1968. Small stocks of both of these items are still available and the Mint will continue 
to accept orders until the present supplies are exhausted. 


During the latter part of the year the Numismatic Section placed orders for the 
equipment required for the compilation of a mailing list of all our customers. It is 
expected that the brochures advertising our 1970 projects will be the first items to be 
despatched to mailing list customers next year.

The establishment of the Mint as a Crown Corporation resulted in a complete 
change of accounting systems as of April 1, 1969. The Mint now operates on funds 
borrowed from the Department of Finance and the accounts are kept on the accrual 
basis. Another effect of the new status as a Crown Corporation was the change from a 
fiscal year ending March 31 to one ending December 31, which is more in keeping 
with the business cycle of the Mint. 


In order to conform to the accrual system of accounting, a complete inventory of 
metals, equipment and supplies was undertaken to determine the net assets to be 
taken over by the Crown Corporation. These assets are reflected in the financial 
statements and are presently carried as a debt to the Department of Finance. 


The financial statements for 1969 are therefore shown in two parts. The coinage 
and bullion accounts were administered by the Mint for the period January 1 to 
March 31, 1969. From April 1, 1969, these accounts have been administered by the 
Department of Finance. The Mint is now engaged in producing coinage under con- 
tract and in providing services to the Department of Finance. 


The first financial statements of the Royal Canadian Mint as a Crown Corpora- 
tion were for a nine month period only.

FOREWORD 


The Ottawa Mint was originally established in 1908 by Royal Proclamation as a 
Branch of the Royal Mint, London, under the provisions of the United Kingdom 
Coinage Act of 1870. In 1931, by an Act of the Canadian Parliament, the Royal 
Canadian Mint was established as a Branch of the Department of Finance of Canada. 


In 1969, the Mint was converted into a Crown Corporation by the Government 
Organization Act of 1969 with the objects of minting coins in anticipation of profit 
and carrying out other related activities.

As a Crown Agency, the Royal Canadian Mint reports to Parliament through 
the Minister of Supply and Services. The Annual Report and Financial Statements 
for the year ending December 31st, 1970, certified by the Auditor General, follow. 
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SUMMARY OF ACTIVITIES OF THE MINT DURING 1970 


Production of Canadian Coinage for General Circulation 


In 1970, a sharp reduction in the production of coins was experienced. It fell 
from 630 million in 1969 to 339 million in 1970. During the last ten years, the Mint 
has experienced great difficulty in planning for an orderly production of coin due to 
the suspected heavy speculation in Canadian coins in the mid 60’s and then the large 
demand for coins which arose from the changeover from silver to nickel coinage in 
1968 and 1969. A further complication was the demand for the commemorative issue 
of 1967 coins. The peak output of coins was experienced in 1968 when a total of 
nearly 784 million pieces was reached. In 1966, however, only 290 million pieces were 
produced. 


During the year, a special one dollar coin was struck to commemorate the 100th 
Anniversary of the entry of the Province of Manitoba into Confederation. A de- 
scription of the reverse was given in the Proclamation of which a copy was included in 
Appendix “‘E” in the Report for 1969. The obverse is the standard one which is found 
on all the present coins. 4,140,058 pieces of the coin were struck during 1970. 


A photograph of the coin is included in an appendix to this Report. 


Numismatic Trade 


Production and supply of Canadian Coins for the Numismatic Trade showed- an 
increase from 326,203 sets in 1969 to 349,120 in 1970. A proportion of this increase 
was the result of the collaboration of the Mint with the Post Office Department in 
the sale of postage stamps and coins at Expo 70 in Osaka, Japan where 13,468 sets 
of coins and 13,801 separate dollars were sold. 


The mailing list has been increased by more than 20,000 names bringing the 
total up to over 95,000 and copies of the 1971 brochures were sent out during December 
to all those on the list. 


Foreign Coinage 


In January 1970 a contract was placed with the Mint by the Government of 
Singapore for 6 million cupro-nickel blanks for 10-cent coins and, in April, a contract 
was received from the Central Bank of Brazil for approximately 84 million cupro- 
nickel blanks for 50-centavo coins for shipment at the rate of 7 million per month. 
By the end of the year approximately 50 million of the Brazilian blanks had been 
shipped. 


These two contracts represent the first that have been received by the Mint for 
foreign coinage since 1937. The Mint is actively pursuing other potential sources of 
foreign business. 


Gold Refining 


3,690 deposits of gold bullion were received from Canadian companies, jewellers 
and sundry persons and refined. This total represented an increase of 120 deposits 
Over the number received in 1969. The gross weight of the deposits received was 
2,638,811 ounces which proved, on assay, to contain 2,113,797 ounces of fine gold, 
302,155 ounces of fine silver and 222,851 ounces of base metals. 
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All gold produced by the Refinery was of a fineness of 999.9 parts per 1000. 
Since the gold crisis of March 1968, and the agreement between the International 
Monetary Authorities concerning the purchase of newly-mined gold by central banks, 
the issue of gold of international monetary standards (99.5 parts per thousand) from 
the mint has ceased. All gold produced now assays 999.9 parts per thousand and 
seems to be what is generally required in the industrial trade. However, 99.5 parts 
per thousand is still available on request. 


The last revision of the refining charges made by the Mint took place in 1960. 
Since then, deposits have steadily declined by 45% from 5 million to 2.7 million 
ounces of bullion in 1970 while, during the same period, refining expenses have in- 
creased by approximately 50%. An upward revision of Mint charges is now being 
discussed between officials of the Mint and of the Department of Finance. 


Storage and Shipment of Gold 

The Mint provides facilities for the storage and shipment of gold. At the year- 
end the amount in storage for customers was considerably reduced from the amount 
held at the end of 1969. The reduction was probably due to an increase in sales re- 
sulting from the increase in the price of gold, in the latter part of the year, from 
about $35 an ounce to as high as $39 an ounce. 


Medals 


During the year 7,762 medals were struck from existing dies. In addition 5,802 
impressions of three new medals were struck, two commemorative and one dis- 
tinctive. 


Of the commemorative medals, one was commissioned by the Department of 
Energy, Mines and Resources for issue to those concerned to commemorate the first 
circumnavigation of the Americas which had been successfully completed by the 
Canadian Government ship ““Hudson’”’ in 1969-1970, and the other by the Depart- 
ment of Industry, Trade and Commerce for issue to participants in Expo ’70 of Osaka, 
Japan. The distinctive medal was commissioned by the Department of Transport for 
issue, annually, to the most outstanding cadet graduating from the Canadian Coast- 
guard College. 


Photographs of these medals are incorporated in an appendix to this report. 


Engineering Studies 

Process and other studies have been undertaken by a firm of consultants on behalf 
of the Mint in collaboration with the Mint staff for the purpose of determining the 
characteristics of the best operational system and the best combination of components 
for incorporation in a new plant for the Mint. These studies have included tests and 
trials of a number of different makes of coining press. 


Commemorative Dollar 


In 1871 the province of British Columbia became the sixth province to join 
Confederation and the Minister of Finance decided to honour the centenary of the 
occasion by the issue of a commemorative dollar coin. 

A competition for the design of the new coin was authorized in 1970, which was 
open to all Canadians including Canadian subjects living abroad. Over 2,000 entries 
were received and considered by a board of judges under the chairmanship of Mr. 
G. W. Hunter, Master of the Royal Canadian Mint. 
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The board was composed of Mr. L. J. Wallace, General Chairman, British 
Columbia Centennial ’71 Committee; Mr. J. D. Ferguson, Honorary President, 
Canadian Numismatic Society; Mr. Louis Rasminksky, Governor of the Bank of 
Canada; Mr. J. R. Ostiguy, Curator of Canadian Art at the National Gallery of 
Canada and Mr. S. S. Reisman, Deputy Minister, Department of Finance. 


The first prize was awarded to Mr. Thomas Shingles, a former chief engraver of 
the Mint for a design which featured the shield from the coat of arms of British 
Columbia surmounted by two dogwood blossoms, the floral emblem of the province. 
Honourable Mention prizes of $500 each were awarded to Mr. Eric Aldwinckle, Mr. 
Vern Tremewen and Mr. Herbert O. Sellin. 


COINING AND MEDAL DIVISION 


The period 1960 to 1969 was one of high demands for coin resulting partly from 
the repatriation of coinage of the United States in 1960-1962; an apparent speculation 
in Canadian coinage in 1962-64 and the conversion of the coinage metal from silver 
to nickel which began in 1968. There are indications that a levelling-off in demand 
occurred in 1969 and 1970 which resulted in the carry-over of a large stock of 1969 
coins into 1970 and a consequent reduction in requirements for production. 


The receipt of two foreign orders for cupro-nickel blanks, however, kept the 
Division on two full and one partial shift from the month of May to the end of the 
year.

NUMISMATIC SECTION 


The sale of uncirculated coin showed an increase over the sales in 1969. A portion 
of this increase was the result of our participation with the Post Office Department in 
selling stamps and coins at Expo 70 in Osaka, Japan. At a booth in the Canadian 
pavilion, staffed by two members of the Post Office and five Japanese girls, 13,468 
sets and 13,801 dollars were sold. 


The mailing list was increased by more than 20,000 names, bringing the total to 
over 95,000. Copies of the 1971 brochure were sent out to all those on the list during 
the latter part of December.

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REFINERY DIVISION 


Three thousand six hundred and ninety deposits of gold bullion were processed 
during 1970 from Canadian companies, jewellers and sundry persons. This total 
represents an increase of one hundred and twenty deposits over the previous year. 
The gross weight of the deposits received was 2,638,811.478 ounces, containing 
2,113,797.577 ounces of fine gold, and 302,155.34 ounces of fine silver. 


In addition to the above, twelve deposits containing silver were received from 
Crown Assets Disposal Corporation with a fine silver content of 7,263.39 ounces. 


187 lb. of mercury were recovered by distillation from dental amalgam, received 
from Crown Assets Disposal Corporation. This mercury was sold to a private com- 
pany. 

All gold produced from the refinery was of 999.9 fineness.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The Engineering Division carried out its normal role by performing advisory, 
installation, and maintenance services for the remainder of the Mint divisions. 


Two new pieces of equipment were purchased and installed—the first being a 
hydraulic press with improved operating controls to be used for the production of 
coinage dies and also, if necessary, the striking of large medals; the second, a high 
precision lathe. Several coining presses in the Numismatic Division were modified 
to allow the striking of two blows per coin without sacrificing the automatic feed and 
ejection systems. Incidental to this, were improved handling systems to prevent the 
coins from falling on each other after ejection from the press. 


The production of coinage dies, collars, jigs, fixtures, blanking punches and dies 
as well as the general maintenance and repairs incidental to the production of nearly 
339 million coins and nearly 2 million ounces of fine gold was more than sufficient to 
keep the staff fully occupied.

Analytical Section 


Miscellaneous assays were carried out on samples received from various sources 
such as the Precious Metals Marking Division, Department of Consumer and Cor- 
porate Affairs; Crown Assets Disposal Corporation: the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police (counterfeit coins). Four gold standards were prepared and standardized for 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police Crime Detection Laboratories. 


Experimental work is being carried out in conjunction with the Engraving 
Section in an attempt to apply photo-engraving techniques to the production of 
models suitable for use on the three-dimensional pantograph reducing machine. 


As well as the routine quality control checks that are continually being carried 
out on all incoming material and work in progress in the Coining and Medal and 
Engineering Divisions, experimental work is still being carried out on die life and in 
other related fields. 

The Assay Division is indebted to the Department of Energy, Mines and Re- 
sources and the National Research Council of Canada for their helpful co-operation 
in related problems encountered by the technical staff. 


ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION 


Personnel 

The number of persons employed in the Mint at December 31st, 1970 was 253 
which was supplemented by 27 man years of casual employment giving a total of 280 
man years: a reduction of 33 on the numbers employed during 1969. Of the total of 
280, 56 were employed in the Administrative Division (including 33 in the Numismatic 
Section); 20 in the Financial Division; 99 in the Coining and Medal Division; 39 
in the Refinery Division: 18 in the Assay Division; 44 in the Engineering Division and 
4 in the Engraving Section. 


Retirements 

During the year Mr. H. J. Bidgood retired from the Coining and Medal Division 
after nearly 22 years service; Mr. Y. L. Tremblay retired from the Numismatic Section 
after over 30 years service and Mr. G. R. Cooper retired from the Financial Division 
after nearly 36 years service. 


Visitors | 
The number of visitors to the Mint during 1970 was 97,172: a slight reduction — 
from the record of 101,249 which was created in 1969. |

A capital budget of $6,294,000 has been approved for 
the year ended December 31, 1971. This amount includes, subject to the approval of the site, 
$5,660,000 for the purchase of land, construction and other costs associated with the new Mint.

FOREWORD 


The Ottawa Mint was originally established in 1908 by Royal Proclamation as a 
Branch of the Royal Mint, London, under the provisions of the United Kingdom 
Coinage Act of 1870. In 1931, by an Act of the Canadian Parliament, the Royal Cana- 
dian Mint was established as a Branch of the Department of Finance of Canada. 


In 1969, the Mint was converted into a Crown Corporation by the Government 
Organization Act of 1969 with the objects of minting coins in anticipation of profit 
and carrying out other related activities.

As a Crown Agency, the Royal Canadian Mint reports to Parliament through 
the Minister of Supply and Services. The Annual Report and Financial Statements 
for the year ending December 31st, 1971, certified by the Auditor General, follow. 
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SUMMARY OF THE ACTIVITIES OF THE MINT 
DURING 1971 


Production of Coinage for General Circulation 

In 1971 there was an increase of approximately 24% in the production of coins 
for domestic circulation. The output rose from 338,991,900 pieces in 1970 to 
421,156,166 in 1971. 

During the year two special one-dollar coins were struck to commemorate the 
100th Anniversary of the entry of British Columbia into Confederation. One coin was 
struck in pure nickel and bears on its reverse a combination of the shield which forms 
part of the coat of arms of British Columbia and two dogwood blossoms: the floral 
emblem of that Province: while the other was struck in 500 parts of silver and 500 
parts of copper and bears on its reverse a modified version of the full coat of arms of 
the province. 

The obverse of each bears the standard effigy of Her Majesty, the Queen which 
is struck on all current coins. 

Photographs of both coins will be found at the end of this Report. 


Production of Canadian Coinage for the Numismatic Trade 

Production and Sales of Canadian Coins for the Numismatic Trade increased 
from 349,120 sets in 1970 to 353,688 in 1971. In addition to this 585,217 of the silver 
and 181,091 of the nickel dollars were sold separately. 

The mailing list has increased by more than 55,000 names bringing the total up 
to over 152,000 and copies of the 1972 brochure were sent out during December to 
all those whose names are on the list. 


Production of Foreign Coinage for General Circulation 

In January 1971 a contract was placed with the Mint by the Central Bank of 
Brazil for approximately 84 million cupro-nickel blanks for 50 centavo coins. In 
August an order was received for 2 million 5-fils coins for the Peoples Republic of 
Yemen and in November an order for 2,500,000 1-krona coins for the Republic of 
Iceland. 


Production of Foreign Coinage for the Numismatic Trade 

In October 1971 a contract was placed with the Mint by the Bank of Jamaica for 
a number of “proof” and “‘specimen”’ $10 sterling silver coins, for delivery in February 
1972, and for a number of “‘proof” $20 gold coins for delivery in April. 

A brochure advertising the availability of the coins has been distributed to 

everyone on the Mint’s mailing list and a further distribution has been arranged 

_ through certain of the Chartered Banks and through American Express and the Bank 
of America. 

The Mint is actively pursuing other potential sources of foreign business.

Gold Refining 

3,597 deposits of gold bullion were received from Canadian companies, jewellers 
and mining firms and refined. This total represented a reduction of ninety-three from 
the number received in 1970. The gross weight of the deposits received was 2,499,674 
ounces which proved, on assay, to contain 2,010,475 ounces of fine gold, 268,755 
ounces of fine silver and 220,444 ounces of base metals. 


All gold produced by the Refinery was of a fineness of 999.9 parts per thousand, 
but gold refined to 995.0 parts per thousand is still available on request. 

The last revision of the refining charges made by the Mint took place in 1960. 
Since then, deposits have steadily declined by 50°%% from 5 million to 2.5 million ounces 
of bullion in 1971 while, during the same period refining expenses have increased by 
50%. An upward revision of Mint charges has been under discussion between officials 
of the Mint and the Dept. of Finance for some time, and it is hoped that such revision 
will be mutually agreed upon early in the New Year. 


Storage and Shipment of Gold 

The Mint provides facilities for the storage and shipment of gold. At the year 
end the amount in storage for customers was considerably increased from the amount 
held at the end of 1970. This increase was probably due to the announced intention 
of the United States to raise the official price of gold. 


Medals 


During the year 3,039 medals were struck from existing dies. In addition 275 
impressions were struck of one new commemorative medal and 30 impressions of one 
new medallion. 


The commemorative medal was commissioned by the Auditor General’s Office 
for issue to persons attending the International Congress of Supreme Audit Institu- 
tions at Montreal in 1971 and the medallion by the Governor-General. 


Photographs of the medal and the medallion will be found at the end of this 
Summary of Activities. 


Engineering Studies 

The process and other engineering studies, which were undertaken by a firm of 
consultants on behalf of the Mint with the purpose of determining the characteristics 
of the best operational system and combination of components for incorporation in 
a new plant for the Mint, have been continuing. 


Financial 

As a result of increased sales of domestic numismatic coin and foreign coinage 
blanks, net income showed a substantial increase of $1,557,075: from $77,897 in 1970 
to $1,635,062 in 1971. 

Of this amount, approximately $1.3 million will be credited to the revenues of 
Canada through the Consolidated Revenue Fund, since the amount which may be 
retained by the Mint as a Reserve is limited by Act of Parliament.

Notes to Financial Statements at December 31, 1971 


1. Inventories do not include those held in safekeeping at December 31, 1971 on behalf of the Depart- 
ment of Finance comprising: gold bullion, $5,879,000, silver bullion, $2,094,000, and coin, 
$3,612,000 (face value), and gold bullion, $1,896,000 owned by others. 

2. The amount of $273,018 shown for buildings includes $182,234 for consultants’ fees in respect of 
preliminary plans for the construction of a new Mint. Capital expenditure approved for the year 
ended December 31, 1972 in the amount of $6,383,000 includes, $5,686,000 for the purchase of 
land, construction and other costs associated with the new Mint. 

3. The cost of cheque issue and payroll services provided without charge by the Department of 
Supply and Services is not reflected in the accounts. 

4. Under a contract for the supply of coin blanks, a foreign government has deposited the entire 
contract amount with the Department of Finance to be paid to the Corporation from time to 
time as deliveries are made. At December 31, 1971 the balance remaining on deposit against 
future deliveries was $775,161 which amount is not reflected in the accounts of the Corporation.

COINING AND MEDAL DIVISION 


General 


Shipments of coin for domestic circulation during 1971 rose from 412,348,934 pieces in 1970 
to 441,589,187 and production rose from 338,991,900 pieces in 1970 to 421,156,166 an increase of 
247,. 

Included in the coinage produced were 585,217 silver dollars in commemoration of the 100th 
Anniversary of the entry of the Province of British Columbia into Confederation. The composition 
of these coins was 500 parts of silver to 500 of copper. 


The Division also produced two million 5-fils coins for the People’s Democratic Republic of 
Yemen and two million five hundred thousand 1-Krona coins for the Republic of Iceland. 


During the year the Mint continued producing cupro-nickel blanks for the 50 centavo coins of 
the Republic of Brazil which enabled the Division to work one full shift and two partial shifts through- 
out the year. 


The Mint also cut and struck 31,120 pairs of cupro-nickel cuff links to be sold by the 
Numismatic Section.

NUMISMATIC SECTION 


The activities of the Numismatic Section increased again in 1971 due, to a considerable measure, 
to the 100th anniversary of British Columbia’s entry into Confederation. 


Two dollars were issued to mark British Columbia’s Centennial—a pure nickel dollar and a 
500 fine silver dollar. The pure nickel dollar was available in general circulation, in the various sets 
and separately in a presentation case. The silver dollar, announced on March 10, was only available 
from the Numismatic Section in a presentation case. 


There had been many requests for sets of coins attractively packaged for presentation purposes. 
In response to these requests three types of sets were offered in 1971: 

1. A seven coin set (2 dollars) in a genuine leather case. 

2. A seven coin set (2 cents) in a simulated leather case. 

3. A six coin set sealed in a transparent fiim. 


As a special item in 1971, the Mint for the first time offered to the public cuff-links plated in 
either gold or rhodium at $3.50 per pair. The cuff-links carried on their fronts a representation of the 
towers and turrets of the front entrance of the Mint. These proved to be extremely popular and, as a 
result, more than 30,000 pairs were sold.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


General 


The Engineering Division performed its normal functions of providing installation and mainte- 
nance services and technical advice and technical services to the other divisions of the Mint including 
the manufacture of dies for use in the production of coins and medals. 


Installation and Relocation Services 


Items of equipment involved included: coin handling equipment at the discharges of coining 
presses in the Numismatic Section to reduce damage to the coins; blank-annealing and treating 
equipment used for the production of proof and specimen coins; photo-engraving equipment for the 
production of master-punches, and a Henry & Wright blank-cutting press of sturdy design and high 
standards of blank manufacture. Coining presses in the Numismatic Section were relocated in order 
to facilitate the double-striking of coins. 


Technical Services 

Technical services provided included the preparation of purchase specifications for electric 
trucks, a blank-cutting press, frequency changers and die sets for the production of blanks for do- 
mestic and foreign coins. Specifications and Mint requirements for modifications to the building and 
building services were also prepared for submission to the Department of Public Works. 


Studies 


Performance trials and studies were conducted on a number of different coining presses of 
modern design which had been leased for the purpose. A study was also made of the methods of feed 
water treatment used in the Mint which confirmed the effectiveness of the techniques currently in use. 


Die Production 


More than 10,000 dies for the production of coins and medals were manufactured during 1971 
and a machine tool of high productivity was purchased for the production of die-blanks for delivery 
in 1972.

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Analytical Section 


The analytical control of foundry melts and finished blanks of Cupro-Nickel (75% copper— 
25%, nickel) continued throughout the year; these were manufactured for the Brazilian Mint. The 
mean percentage of all Cupro-Nickel alloys for the year were 75.16% for copper, 24.74% for nickel 
and 0.10% manganese. A total of 8,630 analysis were performed on the Brazilian contract. The same 
control was exercised on Nickel-Brass coins produced for the Government of Iceland. The mean 
percentage of nickel-brass alloy was:— Copper-79.09%, Zinc-19.87% and Nickel-1.04%. 


The application of Atomic Absorption Spectophotometry to analytical problems in the Mint 
was carried out during the year. As a result approximately 250 troy ounces of Platinum scrap was 
recovered from the spent gold electrolyte from the Refinery Division and its platinum metals content 
was ascertained with the Atomic Absorption. The feasibility of assaying fine gold by Atomic absorp- 
tion was also investigated but more research and development work has to be done to prevent burner 
contamination. A total of 516 crests and medals were gold plated during the year. Some physical and 
chemical testings were performed on suspected counterfeit coins and 8 gold and silver standards 
were produced by this Division and sold to the R.C.M.P. Crime Detection Laboratories. 


Quality Control (Physical testing) 

A great number of physical tests were done on cupro-nickel blanks and nickel-brass coins and 
blanks to confirm specification requirements. Similar tests were also performed on our own domestic 
coinage throughout the year. Some further development work was done on photo-engraving and the 
most recent successful result in steel! was the reverse intermediate model for the British Columbia 
silver dollar design. Considerable time is being saved by the Mint engraver in producing a three 
dimensional image. At the request of the Mint Engraver a series of experiments were done to deter- 
mine the most suitable plastic material for models to be used with the three dimensional pantograph. 
A number of photographs were also taken of designs and models for the Jamaican coinage. For the 
first six months of the year the staff of this section continued to record data needed to evaluate some 
new presses on trial from different manufacturers. Tests were done on special one dollar dies to 
determine the amount of sinking and to investigate chrome plating defects.
